CHARGES OF FRAUD MADE 


Certain 
Officials 
Alleged 
to Have 


Voted to Themselves Funds of the 
Society, 
Plaintiffs 
Averring That 


Thousands Were Taken Secretly. 
Concern Has $20,000,000 In Policies. 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—In a suit for re- 


ceiver and accounting filed against 
present and former officials of the 
Western Life Indemnity company, an 
assessment 
insurance 
association, 


charges are made of fraud, misappli- 
cation of trust funds and attempts to 
transfer assets to another concern. E. 
I. Rosenfeld and W. H. Gray, the lat- 
ter being the organizer of the associa- 
tion, are prominently mentioned in the 
bill in connection with alleged fraudu- 
lent voting of funds to themselves, 
and the bill was filed in the United 
States circuit court by Attorney S. 
Levison, representing numerous pol- 
icy-holders. 
Later Attorney Levison 


went before Judge Bethea on a motion 
for the issuance of a restraining order 
stopping a meeting of the officials of 
the company to be held Thursday. The 
motion met with resistance by the de- 
fendants. Gray is alleged to have se- 
cured proxies from the thousands of 
members and thus controlled the di- 
rectors. By securing this 'control, it 
is alleged, Gray had passed a resolu- 
tion voting him the right by contract 
to draw . i for each $1.000 insurance 
issued. This "was done in secret, it is 
charged, and although the complaining 
policy-holders recently learned of it, 
they were refused information by Ro- 
senfeld, Gray and others. 
It is de- 


clared further that Gray and his asso- 
ciates by other fraudulent means took 
many other thousands of dollars from 
the concern without knowledge of the 
policy-holders. 


The complainants 
are Allen W. 


Field, Jesse B. Strode and Addison S. 
Tibbetts, and the defendants, besides 
the 
insurance company—Rosenfield 


and Gray—are George M. Moulton, 
John A. Crawford, L. M. Martin, C. C. 
Drake, D. D. Bramble, A. B. Huston, 
E. K. Moore and A. N. Hislop. Each 
of the defendants-'aresMj&wte^ts of 
coin, Neb. The defendant company is 
the successor of the Knights Templar 
and Mason Life Indemnity company, 
organized in 1884, and has more than 
$20,000.000 in policies outstanding. 


After 
considerable 
argument 
by 


counsel for both sides it was agreed 
:hat the case be continued until next 
Tuesday and that in themeantime mat- 
ters should remain in statu quo. The 
defending lawyers agreed that the 
meeting of the officials of the insur- 
ance company which was to have been 
leld Thursday should be convened and 
immediately adjourned.

Oppose Miners' Demands—One of the 


Big Men at Scranton Makes a 


Statement. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 20.—One of the 


biggest coal operators in this region, 
who has just come from Philadelphia, 
where he had a conference with Pres- 
ident Baer of the Reading, declared 
unhesitatingly, and for publication, 
that the operators will not under any 
circumstances grant the demand of 
the mine workers for an eight-hour 
day, and that they propose to agree 
only that the present agreement shall 
be continued. 
Announcement to this 


effect will be made, he said, after ths 
miners hold their convention in Sham- 
okin, Dec. 14. "An eight-hour day." 
the operator continued, "would be 
equivalent to a 12 per cent increase in 
the miners' wages. If we granted that 
it would be necessary for us to raib~ 
the price of coal, and the public would 
not stand for that. We are willing.

Hanly, the principal spealrer at the re- 
union of the Thirtieth Indiana regi- 
ment here, in an address made public 
his reasons for his action in the case 
of David E. Sherrick. ex-auditor of 
state, whose resignation was forced b> 
the governor. Facts and figures were 
used to show v,hat became of the 
money belonging to the state that was 
lost by "David E. Sherrick, auditor of 
s.ate and common gambler."

governor charged that'$10,000 of the 
state's money went by "check into the 
hands of the gentleman who v.as then 
operating the Casino," at French Lick. 


fe-<governo- then enumerated a list 


of what he calls "wildcat"' seeuritic-,, 
aggregating a face value of $7-5.000, 
into which the state's money went 
He also accused Sherrick of drunken- 
ness. 


He charged that Sherrick, at the 


time the Monon railroad came up for 
assessment, argued that the assess 
ment be allowed to remain at $18,000 
a mile because in that case a friend of 
bis, 
to whom he was under great obli- 


gation personally, could get perma- 
nent emplovment with the company if 
the assessment could be kept s.t 
$18,000.

MORTON HOLDS ACT INVALID 


Claims In a Published Report That the 


Payments Were Made Without Au- 
thority—Large Sums Said to Have 
Been Spent to Save Loans Made on 
Worthless Security. 


New York, Sept. 20 —President Mor- 


ton of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society, in a report to the directors, 
states that the Equitable has paid out 
$21S',2G4 to the Mercantile Trust com- 
pany in connection with certain loans 
known as the "Turner loans,"and that 
these payments weie without author- 


ity, 
so far as the records of the society 


disclose. 


These transactions occurred in what 


Mr. Morton refers to as the "Turner 
loan." This loan jMr Morton's report 
sets forth, was ca ried in 1894 by the 
Western Nationa: bank, which was 
controlled by the ^Equitable Life As- 
surance society. 1 be collateral for the 
loan was objected tfo by a bank exam- 
iner, and Henry B J^Hyde then agreed 
to transfer the loffl$_"and collateral to 
the Mercantile Tru

the increase being" due to attempts to 
develop the properly on which the col- 
lateral for the losm was made. Part 
of this collateral «vas given by John 
W. Young and consisted of Salt Lake 
and Eastern railway stock and other 
Salt Lake stocldj. 
This collateral 


proved to be of litfle value. Other col- 
lateral consisted $f contracts of the 
Kentucky Mineraif and Timber com- 
pany and the Ami|y Land and Irriga- 
tion company of Colorado. 


Attempts were j|ad.e to develop the 


Kentucky properjljgaiijul^th.e Colorado 
property, and large sums were ex- 
pended for that purpose, and by July 
1, 1905, the cost of the Kentucky prop- 
erty stood at $619,067, and the Colora- 
do property at $2,809,833. The Equita- 
ble Assurance society paid the Mer- 
cantile Trust 
company $218,204 on 


these loans on Jan. 23/1.900, and $500,- 
000 on Fei> 4, 1904. "The records of 
the society," said Mr. Morton, "dis- 
close no authority whatever for these 
payments, and the cash entries in re- 
spect to them were' very' obscure. 
Mr. Morton referred the matter to 
special counsel, who have assured him 
that the Equitable Life Assurance so- 
ciety is not responsible for the loans 
Mr. Morton has also notified the Mer- 
contile Trust company that he will ex- 
pect it to repay the $718,264 paid to it 
by the Equitable Life society. 


Coming to the mysterious $685,000 


loan made by the Mercantile Trust 
company on the "J. W. A. No. 3 ac- 
count." Mr. Morton 
found that no 


such loan had been authorized by the 
society and he repudiated it. The "J 
W. A. No. 3 account" loan was repaid 
recently by individuals. Mr. Morton 
discovered, however^ that from 1D01 to 
1904 
the Equitable paid $265,000 on 


this loan, and he has instructed coun- 
sel "to take the necessary proceedings 
to recover these amounts 
for the 


society."

Chicago, Sept. 20.—In a suit for re- 


ceiver and accounting filed against 
present and former officials of the 
Western Life Indemnity company, an 
assessment 
insurance 
association, 


charges are made of fraud, misappli- 
cation of trust funds and attempts to 
transfer assets to another concern. E. 
I. Rosenfeld and W. H. Gray, the lat- 
ter being the organizer of the associa- 
tion, are prominently mentioned in the 
bill in connection with alleged fraudu- 
lent voting of funds to themselves, 
and the bill was filed in the United 
States circuit court by Attorney S. 
Levison, representing numerous pol- 
icy-holders. Later Attorney Levison 
went before Judge Bethea on a motion 
for the issuance of a restraining order 
stopping a meeting of the officials of 
the company to be held Thursday. The 
motion met with resistance by the de- 
fendants. Gray is alleged to have se- 
cured proxies from the thousands of 
members and thus controlled the di- 
rectors. By securing this "control, it 
is allegfjd, Gray had passed a resolu- 
tion voting him the right by contract 
to draw . i for each $1,000 insurance 
issued. This was done in secret, it is 
charged, and although the complaining 
policy-holders recently learned of it, 
they were refused information by Ro- 
senfeld, Gray and others. 
It is de- 


clared further that Gray and his asso- 
ciates by other fraudulent means took 
many other thousands of dollars from 
the concern without knowledge of the 
policy-holders. 


The complainants are Allen W. 


Field, Jesse B. Strode and Addison S. 
Tibbetts, and the defendants, besides 
the 
insurance 
company—Rosenfield 


and Gray—are George M. Moulton, 
John A. Crawford, L. M. Martin, C. C. 
Drake, D. D. Bramble, A. B. Huston, 
E. K. Moore and A. N. Hislop. Each 
of the defendants'ar&ia^JAeiits of Lin- 
coln, Neb. The defendant company is 
the successor of the Knights Templar 
and Mason Life Indemnity company, 
organized in 1884, and has more than 
$20,000.000 in policies outstanding.

a mile because in that case a friend of

Salt Lake stocky 
This collateral 


proved to be of litl|e value. Other col- 
lateral consisted ef contracts of the 
Kentucky Mineral! and Timber com- 
pany and the Amily Land and Irnga- 
tiou company of Gfilorado. 


Attempts were |t<ide to develop the 


Kentucky properijgajyl _the jCplorado 
property, and large sums were ex- 
pended for that purpose, and by July 
1, 1905, the cost of the Kentucky prop- 
erty stood at |G19,067, and the Colora- 
do property at $2,809,833. The Equita- 
ble Assurance society paid the Mer- 
cantile Trust company $218,264 on 
these loans on Jan. 23,' 1900, and $500,- 
000 on Fei 4, 1004. "The records of 
the society," said Mr. Morton, "dis- 
close no authority whatever for these 
payments, and the cash entries in re- 
spect to them were' very' obscure. 
Mr. Morton referred the matter to 
special counsel, ivho have assured him 
that, the Equitable Life Assurance so- 
ciety is not responsible for the loans. 
Mr. Morton has also notified the Mer- 
contile Trust company that he will ex- 
pect it to repay the $718,264 paid to it 
by the Equitable Life society.

Referee Thinks That It Will Be Six 


Months Before Conditions Will 


Warrant Another Dividend. 


Colunfbus, O., Sept. 20.—In an In- 


terview here it is learned that it may 
be a year, at least hardly sooner than 
six months, before the creditors of 
the Newark Savings bank and the 
Homestead Building and Loan associ- 
ation, the two Newark, O., institu- 
tions, which the Lingafelter family is 
accused of wrecking, receive a divi- 
dend on their claims.

Mayor Crilly Says He Will Present 


Measures To Council and Urge 


Their Passage. 


Mayor Crilly has received a letter 


from State Fire Marshal Davis, ac- 
companied by copies of three 
ordi- 


nances regarding the prevention 
of 


fires. The letter urges that the ordi- 
nances be passed by the city council. 


One ordinance specifies how pipes 


for natural gas shall be laid in the 
streets and alleys of the city and pro- 
vides that the pipes shall be of a cer- 
tain material specified in the ordi- 
nance. A maximum pressure is named 
and a penalty is provided for the vio- 
lation of the ordinance. 


Another ordinance 
prohibits 
the 


carrying of a light into any building 
•where there is danger of fire unless 
it he properly protected as a lamp or 
lantern. It is also prohibited in this 
ordinance to store inflammable mater- 
ial in an open building. Special pro- 
visions are made for the storing of 
explosives, such as oils, gun powder, 
and nltro-glycerine. The latter ex- 
plosive will not be allowed in the city 
limits under any circumstances if this 
ordinance becomes a law and is rig- 
idly enforced. 


The third ordinance provides for an 


inspection of all residences of 
the 


city twice each year and every bus- 
iness house every two months. This 
Jartter precaution is taken by the lo- 
cal fire department in the 
business 


district. 


Mayor Crilly stated that he would 


present these ordinances to the city 
council with a recommendation that, 
they be acted upon at once.

DRY DOCK'S LONG TRIP. 


Half Mile Towline io Be rsed In 


Taking Structure to Cavite. 


A new idea iu navigation is to be 


employed in taking the huge floating 
dry dock now anchored near Balti- 
more to Csivite. in the Philippine Is- 
lands, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the New York Times. A col- 
lier which can carry a large supply of 
coal will be used to tow the big struc- 
ture, and a tug will be taken as a 
tender to help steer in narrow chan- 
nels. 


The collipr will be placed about half 


a mile ahead of the dock to avoid be- 
ing smashed in case of a gale. Half 
of the line connecting the two will be 
wire and the other half rope in order 
to secure great strength and elasticity. 
The dock in fair weather will be down 
about six feet in the water, but in a 
storm she will be sunk thirty feet, and 
the collier and tug will ride at anchor 
tied to her. 


It is believed that the dock at this 


depth will ride as quietly as if in calm 
water. The distance to be traveled is 
13.000 miles, and at the rate of 100 
miles a day it will take five months 
to get to Cavite. Tbe dock is 500 feet 
long and 134 feet wide, 03 feet high 
and weighs 11.000 tons. -Unless she is 
driven on a lee shore there is little 
fear that she will meet with any trou- 
ble. The start will he made in Octo- 
ber.

HOW JAPAN IS 


PUSHING TRADE 


Bound to Reach Ends o£ World 


to Buy and Sell. 


HCfflS OP ACTIVITY EYERYWHEBE

Japan, now that peace has been se- 


cured, is evidently preparing for on 
era of commercial development which 
promises to be unparalleled in the his- 
tory of tbe Island Kingdom, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. Already reports have 
reached the bureau o£ manufactures to 
the effect that Japan is to establish a 
line of steamers to South America for 
the purpose of importing food prod- 
ucts. The officials of the bureau say 
that the purpose of the line is to get 
cheap -wheat from Argentina. Rice eat- 
ing, 
even in the anny^is giving way to 


the use of bread made from wheat or 
from a mixture of wheat and rice or 
other cereals. As will be seen by refer- 
ence to Japan's wonderful work i:i 
1904-05 in trade, that country is bound 
to go out to the ends of the earth to 
buy and sell. The Japanese govern- 
ment recently charged its representa- 
tives in Brazil to collect and report in- 
formation concerning present trade re- 
lations and possibilities between Brazil 
and -Japan, with a view to their further 
development. 


Reviewing recent commercial devel- 


opment in Japan, the bureau of manu- 
factures says: 


Japan has thirty ports open -to for- 


eign trade. At four of these in 1902 
Japanese vessels registering 19,009,745 
tons and foreign ships of 12,092,615 
tons cleared. Osaka, sometimes called 
the Liverpool of Japan, as Japan is 
often called the England of the east, is 
a veritable beehive of human industry. 
Day and night there is a ceaseless 
whirl of wheels, a murmur of machin- 
ery, a rattle of carts. It has a million 
of people. Eight years ago .$11,250,000 
was appropriated to build docks, im- 
prove its harbor, etc., with a view to 
what will be wanted when the Pana- 
ma canal is cut. Nine million dollars 
have been spent. It is thought that 
from $15,000,000 to §20,000,000 more 
will be expended before the city has 
what its engineers deem necessary. 
Everywhere one finds the people busy 
not only in the work of today, but 
building for tomorrow. Breakwaters. 
dikes, piers, wharfs, warehouses equal 
to those of Liverpool, London or Ham- 
burg are being built. 


In 1884 tbe imports of Japan were 


valued at $25.000,000, of which the 
United States supplied $2,000.000 and 
Great Britain §11,000,000. In 1904 Ja- 
pan bought $185,000,000, of which we 
furnished $20.000.000 and Great Brit- 
ain §37,000,000. The chief items were:

The bt«l array of tlie year's figures 
leaves a large balance in favor of for- 
lign lands and an adverse one against 
Korea. The mining of gold goes on 
apace, although a good deal of it, need- 
ed at home to help the banks and legit- 
imate business interests, goes abroad as 
bullion. Last year's gold exports were 
$228.500 less than those of the year 
previous— not a bad sign if it does not 
indicate a decreased output of the 
mines. 


A large part of the banking business 


is in the hands of Japanese and is 
tending more and more toward com- 
plete absorption by thpm. 
Every- 


where progress and prosperity are 
marching hand in band. Natural hin- 
drances to trade are being overcome 
by scientific methods worthy of the 
west or by expedients worthy of the 
east. For example, the shallowness of 
the river at Chemulpo loug hindered 
the arrival of large vessels. This is to 
be obviated by running rails over 
bridges to two islands near deep water. 
The work is being doiie by the Japa- 
nese. Trains are to run from the main- 
land alongside of steamers docked on 
the deep water side of the islands.

BACK YARD HYBRID. 


Cmrrant Seeds Thrown From Kitchen 


Produce Strange Berries. 


Mrs. F. M. Roll, a Sault Ste. Marie 


(Mich.) woman, purchased some com- 
mon red currants at a grocery store 
and after making the fruit into pulp 
and straining out the seeds threw the 
latter from her kitchen window into 
the back yard, says a Sault Ste. Marie 
dispatch. From these seeds sprang up 
four off five shrubs, which were pre- 
served and cultivated in the garden 
along with other currant bushes. They 
<?rew rapidly, and twjce this year they 
have borne fruit The shrub is as much 
a vine us a bush, while the fruit is un- 
like anything ever seen at Sault Ste. 
Marie before. 


It grows on stems, like a currant, 


and when immature is of a greenish 
east. During the process of ripening it 
becomes red, at which stage its taste is 
bitter, with a flavor much like that of 
the cranberry. When fully ripened the 
fruit resembled a. black cherry and iu 
size is about midway between a large 
currant and a gooseberry. Its flavor 
then is delicious. It has not the odor 
uor taste of the black currant nor does 
it have the flavor of any of the currant 
family. 


Some of thev berries as well as the 


vines have been sent to Leo M. Geis- 
raar, in charge of the upper peninsula 
agricultural experimental station, who 
has not yet determined exactly what 
the fruit is, but will soon render an 
opinion. An advance or preliminary 
decision subject to change or confirma- 
tion is that the fruit is a new hybrid 
and a valuable horticultural product.

Representative Edward W. Pou of 


North Carolina is in Washington advo- 
cating tbe organization of a farmers' 
trust, by which the y mount, of cotton 
to be raised each year may be limit- 
ed, thus securing liish pricov for the 
staple, says a special dlsp.ilcli from 
Washington to the Now Orleans Times- 
Democrat. Mr. Pou is unalterably op- 
posed ,to all industrial trusts and de- 
nounces the administration for failing 
to break up the unlawful ones, but he 
has come to the conclusion that the 
trusts are here to stay and so urges 
the agriculturists to get into the gunia 
with a trust of their own. 


"Providence," said Mr. Pou the other 


day, "has given to the southern cotton 
planter the benefit of a natural trust, 
and if he will take advantage of it he 
will be able to live at ease for the rest 
of his days. Ouly about 2,000.000 bales 
of cotton can be raised outside of the 
south. The British manufacturers, aid- 
ed by their government, have spent 
thousands of dollars trying to raise 
cotton In Africa, but little has come of, 
their efforts, and today our cotton 
farmers of the south are masters of the 
situation if they will only use the pow- 
er a gracious God has put in their 
hands. 


"They can raise 10,000,000 bales and 


get 10 or 12 cents a pound for it, or 
they can raise 13,000,000 bales and get 
5 cents a pound for it. They have the 
land. What per cent of North Carolina 
do you suppose is under cultivation? 
Only about 20 per cent. I examined 
the figures prepared by the census of- 
fice showiisg the per cent of cleared 
land in each state. Here are the per- 
centages of cleared lands: South Caro 
liiia, 29.9; North Carolina, 26.8: Geor- 
gia, 28.1; Alabama, 2G.2; Mississippi, 
25.0; Texas, 11.7, and Arkansas, 20.0. 


"Now, much of this cleared land is 


planted in other things than cotton. So 
the southern farmers have land ors 
which to raise 40,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton. I am glad that they are organiz- 
ing. Every one of them ought to be in 
an organization, and on the 1st day of 
January In each year he ought to make 
known to the proper officials of his or- 
ganization how much land he intends 
to plant in cotton. When the proposed 
acreage is added up if it appears that 
the amount" of acreage will produce 
more cotton than the world will take at 
a profitable price then there should be 
a uniform cut all down the line. 


"If we are to have trusts let 4is have 


one trust that will bring comfort to the 
thousand of homes of those who toil. 
No court, so far as I know, has yet de- 
clared such an arrangement to be in vi- 
olation of law. Even if it were to be so 
declared the farmer should be allowed 
to remain in a trust so long as every- 
body he buys from Fs in a trust too." 


TIN LILY FOR PRESIDENT. 


Italian Artist Who Wants a Job 


Makes Uim.iual Present. 


After working every moment of his 


spare time for three months on the 
inauuf;icture of a gigantic tin lily Pan- 
taleo IMguatoro. an artist, recently sent 
tbe exquisite piece of -workmanship to 
President Roosevelt, says a special dis- 
patch from ConnellsviHe, Fa., to the 
Philadelphia-Public Ledger.

Mobs 
angered by this action attacked the 
presidential palace and were fired on 
by troops, who killed or wounded 
many of the rioters. The reports say 
that revolutions have been started iu 
Autioquia and Santander.

za, Colombiifi minister to Washington, 
is staying at present in this city,' 
When informed of the Panama dis- 
patch he said: "I do not believe there 
Is a word of truth, in the report. I re- 
ceived a cable dispatch from Bogota 
Iwo days ago' and it said tbe country 
was in complete and abundant peace, 
and that President Reyes was engaged 
in the reconstruction of the Colombian 
finances. 
If_ anything important had 


occurred I would have been informed 
of it. I am sure that there is no dis- 
turbance in Colombia." 


Cost Him His Position. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—The failure 


of Captain W. H. Hotville as master 
of the United Fruit company's ship 
Oteri to give assistance to the United 
States ship Sylph", which was disabled 
off the coast of North Carolina, on the 
night of April 12, has cost him his po- 
sition through the revocation of his 
license by the United States steam- 
boat inspection service. This action 
was taken by the inspection officers 
ai Norfolk, Va., Sept. 12, and the cor- 
respondence was made public by the 
department of commerce and labor. 
The distress of the Sylph occurred 
while Lieutenant Evans was bringing 
the vessel up the coast from Florida, 
where it had been used by Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the White House children for 
a cruise. 


Big Liner Disabled. 


Halifax, N. S., Sept. 20.—The, North 


German Lloyd steamer Bremen. Cap- 
tain Nieriesh, from New York Sept. 
14 bound for Bremen, was towed here 
by the British tank steamer Lucigen, 
from Shields Sept. 5 for Philadelphia. 
The port tailshaft of the Bremen 
broke on the afternoon of Sept. 15 and 
the accident damaged the starboard 
propeller. Attempts which were made 
by the engineers to repair the damage 
were unsuccessful, and the steamer 
rolled helplessly in the heavy swell. At 
8 a. m. Sept. 16 the Lucigen was sight- 
ed and answered the Bremen's signals 
of distiess. 


Uncle Sam's Pile. 


Washington,' Sept. 20.—The count of 


the cash, notes, bonds and other se- 
curities in the treasury of the United 
States, incident to the transfer of the 
office of United States treasurer from 
William Ellis S. Roberts to Charles H. 
Treat, was completed and found to ex- 
actly agree with the treasury books. 
The total of July 1, 1905, was found 
to be $1.250,589,278.58. This total is 
an increase of $462,672,839.41 over the 
amount transferred by D. N. Morgan, 
the outgoing treasurer, to Mr. Roberts 
on July 1, 1897.

NEW YORK CITY 


STORKS SHUNS THE FAMILIES OF 


THE RICH IN THE BIG 


METROPOLIS. 


Plenty of Them on the East Side, But 


Very Few Infants In the Swell 


City Homes. 


New York. Sept. 20.—A rare bird Is 


the stork, so the elite who reside in 
New York's smart apartment-houses 
say. 


While the herald from the heavens 


may drop in on the East Side with 
unerring regularity, not so with 
its 


visitations to the more 
pretentious 


apartments uptown, where rents are 
high and style and beauty flourish. 


The stork ought to be more 
gra- 


cious, say the landlords of these apart- 
ments. There is hardly one of them 
who objects to families uiessed with 
lusty-lunged infants, but the cry 
is 


seldom heard. 


The Dorilton, at Seventy-first 
and 


Broadway, with its thirty-two babies 
in four years, is far away the leader 
among the' uptown apartments. 
No 


other house of the kind can boast of 
anwhere near that number in 
the 


whole time of its exiatence. 


One baby to more than fifty fami- 


lies is the average of the favors con- 
ferred by the stork in the apartment- 
houses each year. In decided contrast 
to th*s is the record of the Rivington 
street stork, which manages 
to get 


around so frequently that few fami- 
lies have less than four wailing young- 
sters, while many of them are bless- 
ed with five or more. 
In Rivington 


street the stork has provided a tene- 
ment-house 
containing 
twenty-nine 


families with 102 children. 


A reporter who went uptown look- 


ing for 
babies 
in the 
high-priced 


apartments experienced hardship. The 
landlords of the houses 
when 
ap- 


•proached looked pained. 


"There aren't 
many of the little 


fellows around," was the. invariable 
response. ''We'd like to see a few of 
them." 


In six big apartment-houses visited 


21 babies were found. They were dis- 
tributed among 465 families in four 
years. The Barnard at Seventy-first 
street and Central park west, exhibited 
four babies, the last one born more 
than a year ago. 


The 
Ansonia, 
at 
Seventy-fourth 


street and Broadway, has only seven, 
and the, Euclid, on Broadway, near 
Eighty-sixth street, has six. There is- 
one solitary baby 
at 
the Bretton, 


across the street. The Chatsworth, at 
Seventy-second street and 
Riverside 


drive; has only one. 
* 


"I don't see why it is that we are 


treated so shamefully by the stork," 
said the landlord, of one of the apart- 
ment houses. "We welcome it as cor- 
dially as we know how, but it seems 
to be a cruel fate which is keeping 
our infantile population down."
